At the end of last, autumn Li Hung-chang 
caught a severe cold in his head which 
uffectod the ranscles of his fuce, and produc- 
ed groat thirst aud redness of the eyes, He 
obtained ut first twonty days’-leave and was 
subsequently granted two extensivns of a 
month each, on both of which occasiuns the 
Emperor expressed great svlicitude about 
the state of hie health and urged him to 
procure the beat mudical udvice, available. 
Prince Ch'un sent him twenty pills which 
had been spucially prepared ‘iu ‘the palace, 
ono of which wus to. be taken every day 
before food, Externally he applied a lotion’ 
to dry up the tours in his oyea, avd internal- 
ly he tuok medicine to relieve bis kidnoys 
aud promote circulation. During the last 
month the redness of the eyes has greatly 
disuppeared; there has been 4 stop: 
pago of the tears, and his face hag no — 
longer tho drawn appearance it furmorly 
had. The doctor’s bulletin states that the « 
disease is already cight parts gone, The 
muscles are, however, still weak, and the 
patient will require to kaop uut of the wind 
and take reat. With the mildness of 
spring he will be able to go out once more, 
and under the vivifying influences of that 
haalth-giving season his muscles will. ro- 
sume their proper functions and the dry- 
nese vf tho mouth will disappear. At pro-
